NEW HAEN, Conn.—(Special) 


A recent circular sent 
to bankers 


and employers expresses deep anxi- 
ety over the FasclstI victory in Italy 
and the gains of the Lobar Party in 
England and elsewhere. It predicts 
that the ame idea of the 
political 


domination of labor will soon ap- 
pear more explicitly in America and 
will threaten the existing order. 


I believe that bankers and em- 


ployers, not t oeay the rest of us, 
have cause for anxirty. 
But what 


the circular overlooks is that, as 
Roosevelt so often warned us, the 
only real escape from the danger of 
an overturn lleo in redressing real 
grievances. 


What 18 needed is to interpret the 


recent labor unrest as symptoms of 
social diseases needing to be cured. 


There are several such social dis- 
eases which I could name, and prob- 
ably several others which would be 
revealed by a searching investiga- 
tion. But here I shall point out only 
one—probably by far the most Im- 
portant. This is the unstable money 
growing out of the war. 
ROOT OP EVIL 


But what has unstable money to 


do with recent labor unrest? We do 
not remember seeing any mention of 
it in the newspapers. Yet to find it 
we do not have to seek far. We can 
trace our •nay back in three simple 
steps from the recent politics] dem- 
onstration of labor discontent to un- 
stable money as a prime cause. 


Tba flrst step brings us to unem- 


ployment as the 
grievance which, 


more than any other, caused labor to 
make its recent political commotion. 
The English labor pre-election "man- 
ifesto" Raid, among other things: 


"Unemployment and low wagei, 


caused largely by the policy of the 
Liberal and 
Unionist 
government, 


have brought distress to the bulk of 
the working people." 


Since the election in which labor 


came oft second best, the unemployed 
have been demanding a hearing with 
Bonar Law. 
MIRRORED IN VOTE 


In oiher words, labor in England 


held the Lloyd George government 
responsible for the vast unemploy- 
ment during the last two years and 
will hold the Bonar Law government 
responsible for putting an end to 
unemployment. 


The opportunity to work is like- 


wise the demand of the Fascist! in 
Italy. In America also the 
back- 


swing of the last election is largely 
because cf the depression of trada 
and unemployment. 


Next we trace back this depression 


of trade and unemployment, whether 
in America, England, Italy, or else- 
where, to the fall of prices in 1920 
and 1921. 
Always and inevitably a 


great fall of prices kills enterprise, 
closes factories, discourages farmers 
and throws men out of work. 


Going still further back, we may 


tiaca the fall of prices to the defla- 
tion of credit and money beginning 
early in 1920. As Professor Cusel. 
of Sweden, shows so clearly in his 
"Mosey and Foreign Exchange After 
1914," just published, and as every 
other economist knows so well, this

And there you have it: The cbftln 


of causes: Deflation, fall of prices, 
unemployment, producing political 
vimllctlveness 


Whenever deflation or inflation oc- 


cius somebody's toes are trod on and 
discontent and unreat result. First 
we complain over the high cost of 
living and then over the depression 
of trade. 


If those now so anxious over labor 


unrest, for fear their own pocket- 
books will be injured, once realized 
that there are those real grievances 
from inflation and deflation (which 
are what "unstable money" means) 
they would do something else than 
wring their hands in bewildered anx- 
iety. 


They would taV* measures to pre- 


vent inflation and deflation—that is, 
to stabilize the purchasing power of 
money. Incidentally this would no*, 
only prevent 
the real grievances 


mentioned but would help their owu 
pooketbooks. 
INSTABILITY BOLSHEVISM 
As stated at tne outset, of course, 


there are other grievances. But it Is 
doubtful if any are so important as 
those produced by inflation and defla- 
tion. 
Lord D'Abernon. now British 


ambassador to Germany and one of 
the masters of tills subject, once said 
that he believed 90 per cent of the 
world's bolshovlsni came fiom 
stable money. That is a higher per- 
centage than I would ascribe, but I 
believe over Bo per cent would be a 
conservative estimate. 


And the worst of it is that neither 


labor nor capital has yet 
clearly 


seen the situation, 
"/auur .a there- 


fore now on tha rampage and 
is 


quite likely to hang the wrong man 
to the lamppost; while capital does 
nothing except to demand that noth- 
ing be done. When both sides de- 
mand and obtain stable none? over 
halt of their difficulties will disap- 
pear.

THE CRY OF BLOOD 


Anemia or weakness of the blood 


(a diminished number 
of red cor- 


puscles or a diminished proportion 
ot hemoglobin in tbe blood) is one 
ot the most common symptoms phy- 
sicians deal with. It occurs as a re- 
sult of many, many kinds ot poison- 


ing; 
sometimes ordinary 
poisons 


absorbed or taken into the body in 
one way or another, 
as leae\ 
in 


numerous industries, carbon mon- 
oxide, carbon dioxldcT the aniline 
and coaltar derivatives; sometimes 
by poisons produced in the body of 
suctf diseases as tuberculosis, syph- 
ilis, 
septic 
or 
focal 
infections; 


sometimes by poisons 
ingested in- 


advisedly a« medicine for headache, 
neuralgia, 
rheumatism, 
nervous- 


ness, etc. 
In short, to attempt to 


list the common causes of anemia 
Is quite beyond the space available 
here. 
I have tried it many times, 


and I know it can't be otme. 


But this I can say here, that it is 


extremely doubtful whether any in- 
stance of anemia in an individual 
not denied reasonable choice of food 
Is ever attributed to lack of iron or 
remediable by any

theories of the 


formation or'development or manu- 
facture of blood* and the relation 
thereto of iron, 
we haven't

tered, ever cures anemia.

boubt whethter any 
physician re-] 


puted to have cured anemia has de- 
pended upon the use of iron as the i 
sole treatment of his patient,

In order to cure anemia it Is ob- 


viously necessary to atop the poison-; 
ing which is responsible for it, and 
that is" something 
which, 
neither 


medicinal nor food Iron may be ex- 
pected to do. To be sure, acciden- 
tally or incidentally tbe source of 
the poisoning may 
be removed or 


remedied while a patient is taking 
iron in medicine or food, but-not 
because he is taking "the iron. Thus, 
one may begin to spend more time 
out in the sunlight, while taking or 
eating iron, and sunlight not only 
stimulates the manufacture of new 
blood but is a great cure 
for, *ay 


unrecognized tuberculosis.

"Winter care is more than a mat- 


ter of proper attention to the cooi- 
Ing system and the use of anti-freczo 
mixtures, important tho these mai- 
lers may he," ways Mr. 
Hawlshcr. 


"Since tho cooling system la highly 
Important, however, we will consider 
It first. Before any anti-free/.c nolu- 
iion is placed in tho water drciifllt- 
Ing system, the latter shpuld l>^ In- 
fpcctetl and repairs niado if nflces- 
»ary. It in uuually a good plan to 
replace hose connections at this time 
of year. 


"No iinti-freezo 
compounds con- 


taining calcium chloride or otheri 
similar compounds should bo used! 
as they corrode tho inside of the rad- 
iator. The only satisfactory solution 
we know of IB alcohol and water. 
Denatured alcohol is preferable, al- 
tho wood alcohol can bo used. Wood 
alcohol often contains tree acetic 
acid, and should never 1)8 used un- 
less it I« '<nown to be free froai a-fd. 
If acid is present, damage to the ra- 
diator will result. 


"Thq following shows differently 


proportioned mixtures, and tempera- 
tures at which each solution will be- 
gin to freeze: 


Ten percent denatured alcohol and 


90 percent water will begin to freeze 
at 27 degrees. 


Twenty percent alcohol and 
80 


percent water will begin to freeze at 
19 degrees. 


Thirty percent alcohol and 70 per 


cent water •will begin to freeze at 10 
degrees. 


Forty percent alcohol nnd 60 per 


cent water will begin to freeze at 2 
below zero. 


Fifty percent alcohol and GO per- 


cent water will begin to freeze at 18 
below zero. 


•"Glycerine ia sometimes used with 


alcohol to keep tho amount of alco- 
hol evaporated at a minimum. How- 
ever, it is rather expensive and also 
has a tendency to damage the rul> 
bnr hose connections. 
It glycerine 


is used, mix in 
cquiil 
proportions 


Avilh alcohol and tiso this mixture in 
tlio same percentage as specified for 
alcohol in tho foregoing taBle. 


"It ia necessary to 
add 
alcohol 


from time to-time to replace what is 
lost 
by 
evaporation. 
Therefore 


when ill ling 
the 
radiator, use 
» 


slightly larger percentage of alcohol 
than specified in the table to offset 
the decrease in the percentage ot-al- 
cohol left in the radiator, 


"In order to. allow the motor to 


run warmer than ft otherwise would, 
the fan belt may be loosened during 
the winter months, thus 
reducing 


the flow of air thru the radiator. 


"Radiator and hood covers should 


bo used. By using a radiator cover 
that is adjustable » large part of 
the radiator can be covered ' while 
the motor is warming up, and the 
opening can then be increased as it 
warms up. 
A hood cover prevents 


the engine from cooling off rapidly 
when stopped, thereby making it 
easier to re-start. 
"Due to the low gravity gasoline 


now being used, it is essential, espe- 
cially ia cold weather, to get as much 
heat as possible in the mixture 
to 


vaporize the gasoline properly and 
to prevent condensation. 
Radiator 


and liood covers are a help In this 
direction. Where a hot-spot in the 
manifold is used and is controlled by 
a valve, care should be exercised to 
seo that the valve is open tor cold 
weather driving. In -starting 
the 


motor, make sure that the choke is 
closed completely until the 
motor 


starts. 
Then open it slightly until 


tho motor warms up, but 
do not 


have it even partially closed longer 
than is necessary. 


"Racing a cold motor 
will 
not 


warm it up; retard the spark and let 
the engine idle slowly. 


"Thought should be .given to the 


lubricating system. Oil should 
be 


drained moro frequently 
from 
the 


motor In winter than 
ia 
summer.

Our Hands Are More Important Than 


Brains, Declare the Anatomists; and 
Here Are Notable Examples of What 


May Happen If Even One 
Finger Joint, Or the Tip 


of a Toe, Is Lost

'TN the construction of the human hand 
I —particularly the finger-tips—science 
* believes it has the key to man's rise 
over all the other animals and his material 
conquest of the earth. 


Monkeys and apes are the only other 


living creatures which have anything 
which even roughly corresponds to the 
human hand—and the chief difference be- 
tween the paw of a monkey and the hand 
of a man is that-in the latter the fingers 
are much longer and more highly devel- 
oped. 


Man, because of his longer and better 


developed finger-tips, can make and handle 
tools, weapons, machines, typewriters, 
scientific appliances, musical instruments 
—the thousand and one appurtenances of 
modern civilization in the use of which a 
creature without hands would be almost 
totally helpless. 
Science now declares that the evolution- 
ary development of the human brain alone 
could have accomplished nothing toward 
this progress if the hand had not devel- 
oped with it—and that the superiority of 
the human "machine" over all other 
evolved types is even more marked in the 
hand than in the brain. 


The brain, after all, is still imperfect. 
But the hand, according to anatomists, is 
"the most perfect mechanical instrument 
ever produced by nature or devised by 
the-ingenuity of man." 
- This fact has been startlingly brought 
to public attention by the misfortune of 
William T. Tilden, the tennis champion. 
As the result of a slight injury, the sur- 


' 
geons say that he must lose the tip of his 
right-hand middle finger—and with it he 
Viay lose the world championship.

ated by nature." But you are wrong. 
The eye is more complicated and more 
delicately functioned, but it Is anything 
but a perfect instrument—not nearly so 
efficient as the hand for its respective 
purposes. 


The eye gets "out of order" easily, is 


easily hurt or destroyed; it dims and 
"wears out" with old age; in many cases 
it is defective from birth or early youth 
(consider the number of people who have 
to wear glasses), and even when normal 
and at its best it focuses slowly and works 
inefficiently. It doesn't even tell you the 
truth about the things, it sees. Everyone 
is familiar with "optical illusions" and 
"distorted images." Everyone knows that 
"the hand is quicker than the eve." If 
the eye were perfect there wouldn't be 
any such thing as motion pictures. All 
you would see, if you looked at one, would 
be a success of "still" images, separated 
on the screen by blank white flashes. 
Humboldt, the great scientist, once said: 
"The human eye has every fault and im- 
perfection known to optical instruments 
—and a few in addition which are pecu- 
liar only to itself." 
This essential imperfection, in greater 
or less degree,' is true of all the organs 
of the human body—except the hand. 
The hand is nature's'final triumph, up 


to this point, in 
the history of ev- 
olution. 
M a n y 


evolutionists be- 
lieve it has had as 
much to do as the 
brain itself with 
r 
making man superior to all other animals. 


For picking up and holding anything, 


from the tiniest hair to the thickest bludg- 
eon; for handling instruments oft the 
greatest delicacy and tools or weapons of 
weight and power; for striking,,seizing, 
grabbing,'choking, mauling and tearing it 
& magnificently adapted; yet its touch 
can he gentle, soft and soothing at will. 
The finger-tips themselves ar.e raarvel- 
ously endowed with the sense of touch, 
much more so than other parts of the 
body. Draw your knuckle or elbow across

Is it possible she was not 
* Buddhist deity at all, but 
the Juno of a forgotten race?

Did the Ceylonese ori- 
ginate -her, or was she placed in 
the prow of some war canoe pad- 
dled by warriors exploring the In- 
idan o<-ean in a long ago era? 
Investigators are moved by more 
than idle curiosity in considering 
these possibilities, for the strange 
white statue of Kuan Yin is with- 
out precedent in researches of 
Oriental religion and mythology. 
. She stands upon a marble" Base 
—half deity, half woman—with 
her sweeping robes, her twined 
girdles, her inscrutable f a c e 
crowned with a diadem, and with 
her right hand raised in an atti- 
tude of benediction. 
No Praxiteles could have been 


more skilful in the modeling of her 
downcast eyes and tapering finger- 
nails.

Kuan Yin might serve as the standard for 
the Oriental's idea of feminine beauty. 


Neither the Koran nor any other book 
of Buddhistic lore, say the authorities, 
contains any mention of a Goddess of 
Mercy. Such a goddess, in fact—a benev- 
olent, kindly • feminine spirit bendinp 
over the earth—is foreign to most Ori- 
ental philosophy. Yet there is no mis- 
taking the statue's attitude, it* meaning. 


The nearest approach to a complete 
identification of Kuan Yin is the descrip- 
tion, on a yellow Chinese parchment, of 
a supreme woman being who was pre- 
sumed to rule over a mythical country 
known a* "Sukhavi," or "The Paradise of 
Amitabfia.',' She was merciful, 
protective, beatific. 
But the principal seat of 
worship of the-queen of Sukha- 
vi was the little island of Puto. 
And Puto is situated off the 
northern coast of China, 
thousands' of miles away from 
Ceylon. 
What great adventure, what 
pilgrimage, what untraeed trail 
of history, brought Sukhavi's 
queen to Ceylon—-if, indeed, she 
and Kuan Yin are one and the 
same goddess? 
Not the least 
interesting 
phase of the mystery of Kuan 
Yin is that she should have been 


discovered t h r o u gh 
the agency of a man 
who (i more of a cap- 


• tain of industry than 
he if a scientist, 
though for years the 
collection of quaint, 
rare art objects has 
been'his hobby. 


Peter C. Larkin U 
one of the foremost 
figures in the busi- 
ness and political life 
of the United States 
and Canada. His ap- 
' pointnwnt as High 
Commissioner has 
made him an international force: long be- 
fore -that he WM famous for his success 
in the commercial world. 
• More than "thirty yean ago, when be 
was* a salesman for a Canadian company, 
he founded a tea company of his own. 
For years he was its office boy, salesman, 
bookkeeper, general manager and presi- 
dent. He is still its president, but he em- 
ploys many thousands of people to-day, 
his warehouses tower in Boston, Toronto 
and Montreal, and his operations extend 
to almost every quarter of the globe. 
, Mr. Larkin proceeded * along several 
unique theories in building his success. 
One of these was directly responsible for 
the discovery of the "great white goddess" 
and the interest she has excited. 
• 
"I like beautiful things and I fancy 
everyone else will like them if they get 
the chance," was one of his motto*. 


•So, from boyhood, he studied beautiful 
things and collected beautiful things. 
And, instead of shutting them up in a 
private art gallery or a public museum, 
he put them into his business buildings, 
on display, visible even from the side- 
walks outside. 
His Boston warehouse, when the 


American business of the tea 
com- 
pany centers, is a model of architectural 
beauty. The ceilings of its huge rooms 
are elaborately frescoed.' It* floors are 
polished. Its pillars are of marble. Its 
woodwork is the most precious oak. And 
in these surrounding! are palatine*, 
hanging* and statuary that might well 
grace the home of some multi-millionaire. 
Many of these art objeoU are Eastern 
idol*, for Mr. Larkin, himself making 
dozen* of trips to the Orient in pursuit 


of the tea business, became deeply it 
ested in the myrticiiin, of Oriental !<•> 
ligions. 


Among the soft, thick Chine** raff, o« '" 


the teakwood cabinets, beneath the rare 
tapestries are Buddha* and l*eur god* 
and goddesses brought to Ajnerica iron 
shrine* in China, India, ttu Malaysian* 
islands, Africa, Japan and many other 
distant land*. 


Here 1* the Lo-Yang Buddha, Mrviuff 
a* a background for the entrance hall to 
the home of tea. Carved in some hard 
wood that preserves colon of great soft- 
ness, he ait* on a high pedestal, guarded 
on either tide by seven-foot cfoiionne 
dogs.

Here, on a mahogany stand, to the treat 
face of a Buddha from the Temple of Pe> 
Chy in Northern China. 9 i* made of 
valuable jade, a relic of fifth century 
Chinese art. Nearby an brans* urns, 
and vase* embellished witfc spike* of nar- 
cissus blossom* and .quaint Chine** ftf> 
ures. 


Here the Goddess of Verey recently 
was brought, to overtop even the Buddha* 
and serve, not so much as an ornament, 
but a* a magnet that has drawn savants 
and student* to the Boston warehouse 
from great universities in many state*. 


Kuan Yin was found In a mined tempi* 


in one of the remote parts of the island. 
She was teetered on her rids in a mossr 
cave in th* temple's depths, green with 
mould where the steady drip-drip of 
water had washed her for hundred* of 
/ear*. 


The whit* men, agents of Mr. Larkin, 
who came upon her, did not realise their 
find at 
fin*. 
When Kuan Yin was 
brushed and washed and emerged in her 
white marble splendor, they gasped at th* 
beauty of the carving, the perfection of 
detail down to the very toes.
